ST. PETERSBURG, July 15, 2:05 a. 
m.—{Exclusive Dispatch.}] Peace with 
Japan at last is practically assured 
through the victory which Sergius 
Witte, the famous diplomat, gained 
over the war party—it almost might 
be said over Emperor Nicholas himself 
—early this morning, after twenty-four 
hours .of combat much more trying 
than anything he is likely to encounter 
in dealing with the plenipotentiaries 
from Japan. 

Hardly had the appointment of the 
great statesman to succeed Count Mura- 
vieff as chief peace plenipotentiary to 
the approaching Washington confer- 
ence been signed by the Emperor when 
Witte made it plain he intended to con- 
trol the situation from the start. He 
had an almost stormy interview with 
the Czar at Peterhoff yesterday after- 
noon, in the course of which he gave 
the Emperor to understand that there 
is only One basis on which he would 
accept the appointment—that he should 
go to America with free hands to make 
peace on the best terms obtainable. 
This is in harmony with Witte’s belief 
that Russia's interests demand peace 
on any honorable condition and that a 
n of hostilities in the Far East 
should come at once. 

NICHOLAS TAKES UMBRAGE. 
Emperor Nicsholas took umbrage at 
Count Witte's frankness and intimated 
he would rather have Baron Rosen, 
the new Ambassador to the United 
States, as the head of the Russian 
peace commission. It is evident from 
reports. of the interview that have 
leaked out through sem/i-official chan- 
nels that the Czar resented the mas- 
terful tone adopted by the statesman 
whom His Imperial Majesty had set 
aside in favor of the belligerent Grand 
Ducal party, who foreed the empire 
into the disastrous Manchurian war 
and the still more costly naval battles 
in easterh waters. 

Witte did not flinch from telling his 
sovereign what he thought was need 
to restore Russia's military and civi 
prestige, and the result of the audi- 
ence was that the ruler and his sturdy 
subject yee in a mutually bad frame 
of mind. 

Witte was so incensed by the Em- 
peror’s reception of his logic that he 
hastened to the home of his friend and 
political sponsor, Foreign Minister 
Lamsedorff, where he informed the head 
of the Foreign Office that it apparently 
would be useless for him to go to the 
United States in the interests of Rus- 
sia, as the Emperor seemed determined 
not to leave him untrammeled and 
he would not go with handcuffs on his 
wrists.

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MURDERED 
FOR MONEY. 


Arizona Ranchmen Found All 
Hacked to Pieces. 
Rangers Suspect Merican 
Attorney Collins Prepares to 
Fight Extradition. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 


GLOBE (Arts.) July 4.—The bodies 
of S. 8. Plunkett and Edward Kennedy 
were found at about 1 p.m. today on 
the ranch of the former, in Salt River 
Valley, about a half mile from Living- 
stone. The condition of the corpses 
indicatel that they had been foully 
murdered about thirty-two hours pre- 
Viour to the discovery. J. C. Evans, 
justice of the peace, and the Coroner 
at Roosevelt were notified of the facts 
and left for the scene at about ¢ 
o'clock p.m. 

It is reported that Plunkett was 
@bout to sell his ranch to the govern- 
ment, under the agreement made with 
all owners of lands in the valley. It. 
ie supposed the murderers thought he 
was already in possession of a large 
sum of money. 

Plunkett was well known in Globe, 
where he has numerous relatives and 
friends. Kennedy was an aged man, 
who had lived in this district many 
years, and was widely known and gen- 
erally respected. He was employed 
about the ranch as a sort of care- 
taker. 

BLOODSTAINS IN ROOM. 

Bioodstains were found about the 
room where the bodies lay, and the in- 
dications point to death by means of 
shotgun wounds. Two sheriff deputies 
left Globe for the scene as soon as the 
news was telephoned to the Sheriff ‘of 
Gila county. 

The wife and two children of Plun- 
kett left with Mrs. Plunkett's parents 
for Farmington, N. M., overland, July 
6 They are supposed to be near Fort 
Apache, and scouts have been sent out 
to overhaul them and acquaint the 
widow of the circumetances. 

A telephone meseage for an uner- 
taker has just been received, with a 
request for the immediate removal of 
the bodies. The bodies will be ‘brought 
to Globe in metallic caskets, as de- 
composition is afready advanced. In- 
terment will be in this city. 

Later advices say that stab wounds 
were found on both bodies and that 
both men were beaten on the head with 
a bar of iron or other blunt instru- 
ments. 

The house was raided and all the con- 
tents were in great confusion. People 
on the spot attribute the deed to Mex'- 
can tramps. No clew has been found 
to the perpetrators.

BELMONT (Mass.) July 14.—Police 
officials who are investigating the 
murder of Mrs. Marie Schiklofska of 
Brockton tonight anxiously awaited 
news from the west where they have 
endeavored to bring about the arrest 
of the woman f, husband, John Schik- 
lofeka, otherwise known as John 
Cline, a Polish barber. ; 

The State officers have established to 
their own satisfaction that the man 
left Boston yesterday for Los Angeles, 
but admit the possibility that the bar- 
ber may have changed his plans. 

Chief Joseph Schau of the State 
police has telegraphed to the police of 
every place through which the train 
is supposed to have passed and said 
tonight he expectgd an early arrest if 
the man continued westward on the 
train. 

There are two theories as to the 
motive for the crime. One of these fs 
that Schiklofska and his wife quar- 
reled over another woman, The other 
is that a quarrel! resulted over the re- 
fusal of the woman to turn money over 
to her husband. The two had a joint 
account at the Brockton Savings Bank 
and on Tuesday $341.50 was withdrawn 
by the barber. 

Friends of the woman said that she 
had saved nearly $1000; that she gave 
$250 of it to her husband and that the 
latter had subsequently induced his 
wife to give him more money. The 
Brockton police have learned that 


Schiklofska shipped a trunk and a box. 


to Boston and thence to Los Angeles, 
from Brockton on Wednesday. 

The State police have been informed 
by the railroad officials that a coupon 
from Schiklofska’s ticket, rmitting 
him to travel as far as otterdam 
Junction, N. V., has been returned. 

The police secured a number of let- 
ters today written in Polish by a 
woman in Los Angeles to Schtkiofska, 
The letters are sald to have disclosed 
an intimate acquaintance between the 
two. 


Not in Los Angeles Yet. 

Somewhere between Braintree, Mass. 
and Los Angeles, and headed for this 
city, is a Pole, one Schikiofska, who is 
believed to be the murderer of his wife 
at Belmont, Maas. 

The body of the woman was discov- 
ered on Thureday hi a Sully on the Ar- 
lington golf links near Belmont, with 
the head horribly mut lated, and nearly 
severed from the body. It was prompt- 
ly identified as the body of Emeline 
Schikiofska. .

PHOENIX (Ariz.) July 13.—The offi- 
cers of the Department  ofJustice in 
Arizona are working on a revival of 
the anti-polygamy prosecutions that 
stopped during Cleveland's administra- 
tion. It is charged that in Apache 
county, in the valley of the Little Col- 
orado River, polygamy is _ practiced 
still, openy and defiantly, not only by 
the elders who have cleaved unto the 
wives they had before the prosecution 
of polygamy began, but, as well, by 
men whose plural marriages are of 
very recent date. 

Indeed, the investigation thus far has 
been understood to Include for indict- 
ment only Mormons who have children 
under three years of age, born to them 
in plural marriage. Of this subdivision 
nineteen have been 
found by the United States officers in 
Apache county. A half dozen of them 
have been indicted already by the 
United States grand jury now sitting 
in Prescott and the jury is working 
through the rest of the list. 

Difficulty is being found with the 
witnesses summoned, for they won't 
talk. One of them, Dr. J. S. Woolford 
of St. Johns, contended that his occu- 


in withholding very extensive infor- 
mation he possesses concerning the 
much-married men of his community. 
He was informed by Judge Sloan and 
Uuited States Attorney Nave that he 
could not shelter himself in such man- 
ner, but remains stubborn, though 
committed for contempt. The defend- 
ants are mainly small farmers, most of 
them about ruined by the destruction 
of the irrigating dams along the Little 
Colorado last spring.

And 
he had taught school long enough to 
be sure of himself in the humdrum of 
routine as well as in the exigencies of 
his situation. At times he had worked 
far into the night and on one occasion 
had stayed with his task until 3in the 
morning. An old fellow at the next 
desk laughed at his folly. That was 
no way to get on, he said, in the civil: 
service. Cortelyou went into the em- 
besslement with thoroughness, apti- 
tude and interest. He took the testi- 
mony of haif the postoffice, asking the 
questions, putting down the answers 
and writing everything out on a type- 
writer. Then he bound the sheets into 
a huge book; and the bondsamen paid. 
A month or two later John Wana- 
maker, Postmaster-General, carried 
the book, which had been t to 
Washington, into a meeting of nja- 
min Harrison's Cabinet as an illustra- 
tion of what might be done by a 
thousand-dollar government clerk. 

career in the public service has 
been like Cortelyou’s. The confidence 
of one President is a rare fortune. Cor- 
telyou, however, has had the confidence 
of three and each a distinct and dis- 
Similar personality. 1 don’t care a 
damn if you are a Repypblican,” was 
the way Cleveland greeted Cortelyou at 
their firet meeting. Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland passed him along to McKin- 
ley with an ardent speech of recom- 
mendation. In time he became Mc- 
Kinley’s right hand and one of the ex- 
@cutors of hie estate. Non he has forty 
cases filled with McKinley's private and 
Public papers and by and by will give 
the world an authorized biography of 
the man he knew and loved so well. 
Roosevelt insisted upon keeping him 
after the assassination and since then 
has loaded him with great honors, giv- 
ing him two places in the Cabinet and 
choosing him to conduct his campaign 
for resection. How has Cortelyou done 
Ask him and he will turn to some- 
impersonal.

Ewerett Hale said to me

Cortelyou has been prepared for every 
task he has undertaken. He is a mas- 
ter of many things. His father and 
his grandfather were type founders in 
New York and were men of property 
and standing. He lived on his grand- 
father’s farm on Staten Island until he 
was 11 years old and there an aunt 
gave him the rudiments of his educa- 
tion. He attended school in Brooklyn, 
at Nazareth in Pennsylvania, at 
Hempstead, on Long Island, and was 
graduated from the Massachusetts 
State Normal School at Westfield, 
where his average record in Shake- 
speare, Milton, Addison, Swift, Scott 
and the history of English literature 
was %6 per cent. He was a trained 
schoo] teacher and was ready to take 
up that vocation. But he turned else- 
where, studied with Dr. Louis Maas, 
once the conductor of the Philharmanic 
Society of Boston, and became a stu- 
dent in the New England Conservatory 
of Music. While in Boston he tutored 
teachers from the Cambridge High 
School in literature. He continued his 
musical studies in New York after his 
‘return from Boston and in the mean- 
time learned stenography, as to 
teach it, in four and a half months. 
He wrote down in shorthand the difmfi- 
cult and technical clinical course of 
lectures at the New York Hospital. 
Such were his achievement at the age 
of 22. He is hardly willing to say that 
he ever meant to be a — teacher. 
However, he had hoped to a mu- 
sician, a piano player * an composer. 
But he seemed to like shorthand writ- 
ing best of all. It brought him into 
contact with the world and into the 
relations with men and those practical 
matters which called to his inclination 
and energy. 

So at the age of 22 George Bruce Cor- 
telyou turned the current of his life. 
He passed a civil service examination 
and was appointed to be private secre- 
tary and stenographer to one of the of- 
ficers in the customhouse of New York. 
He kept his piace but a year, when 
there was a change of administration, 
and it is the only position in the gov- 
ernment that he ever got under the op- 
erations of the civil service law. The 


law has done nothing for him except 


in this one instance; it has given him 
no chance, nor has ft protected him in 
any of the offices he has since held. 
He has won his way outside of the law 
and only by the merit of his work and 
individuality. For five years he was 
a law reporter and the principal of col- 
lege preparatory schools in New York. 
That ended his school teaching and his 
employment as a law and verbatim 
shorthand writer. He again entered 
a government office in New York, but 


not by way of the civil service exami-. 


nation, and became so conspicuous for 
his intelligence and fidelity that he was 
brought to Washington less than thir- 
teen years ago as private secretary to 
Estes G. Rathbone, Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster-General under Benjamin 
Harrison, who knew of his work and 
Was attracted to him. 

Some men are hard to interview; Cor- 
telyou is one of them. He puts a hold- 
back strap on speech when he is asked 
to talk about himself. Fear of being 
misunderstood and of being thought 
forward inclines him to silence. Fur-

Hanford—A Thriving Town. 

Leaving the past and coming to the 
things of present interest, the visitor 
finds Hanford a busy, thriving town 


| with a population close onto 4500. Sub- 


stantial brick buildings line its wide 
business thoroughfares. The sidewalks 
are curbed and the roadbeds 
Tree-shaded 
avenues lead to the outskirts, and at- 
ford glimpses of commodious homes 
surrounded by trim lawns and gay 
flower gardens. The eye also encoun- 
ters courthouse and hospital, both 
handsome. structures, churches and 
schools in number, and other public 
buildin There is, in short, an all- 
pervading atmosphere, not merely of 
comfort and well-being, but of civic 
ride as well, telling that Hanford be- 
eves in itself and in its future. And 
is a big step gained toward bring- 
ing the stranger within the gates to 
the same way of thinking. ä 
Further investigation only serves to 
strengthen first favorable impressions. 
Hanford has an abundant supply of 
pure and soft artesian water, pumped 
from a depth of 1200 feet and distrib- 
uted under pressure to every home. Its 
sewage system is thoroughly up to date, 
the drains leading to septic tanks some 
miles out of town, where the organic 
matter is got rid of scientifically and 


and identical interests. 

This truth ts forcibly borne home to 
the observer's mind when he begins 
to examine the special industries of 
the town. He finds a great winery, 
that during the autumn run crushes 
some hundreds of tons of grapes in the 
course of a single day: a canning es- 
tablishment, whose output of peaches 
in a season aggregates 50,000 cases, 
with twenty-four cans to the case; 
three packing-houses for handling 
dried frulte—apricots, peaches, prunes 
and raisins; a flour mill that has a ca- 
pacity of 100 barrels per day and whose 
machinery runs continuously every 
hour of the twenty-four; two big 
creameries, turning out over six tons 
of butter weekly; a cheese factory, 2 
central depot for shipping honey, and 
a score of buying agencies for hay, 
wheat, fat stock, wool, poultry, eggs 
and produce of all kinds. All the sup- 
plies for these industries come from the 
surrounding country. 

Some Banking Figures. ; 

At every turn. indeed. we see that it 
is the country that makes the town. 
And when we go to the banks, we 
speedily find that it is the wealth of 
the countryside that fills their cof- 
fers and pays their dividends. For 
the magnitude of their operations is 


quite out of proportion to the size of 
Hanford itself. There are no fewer 
than four commercial banks, having

it was the early settlers in the 


neighborhood of Hanford who be- 


uation was made by the railroad land 
gradérs, and at once gave rise to tierce 
controversy. The farmers contested the 
rates as extortionate, and at a mass 
meeting, 600 strong, held at Hanford 
on April 12, 1878, declared their will- 
ingness to pay ‘double the minimum 
price of government lands, or $2.50 per 
acre, but denied the right of the rail- 
road company to homes made valuable 
by years of toil. . 

Suits in ejectment followed. and. 
when these went in favor of the com- 
pany, there was armed resistance 
against the Untted States marshal sent 
to enforce the decisions of the court. 
In the affray that resulted lives were 
lost on both sides, five of thé settlers 
and two of the party of law and order 
being shot down. The ringleaders were 
taken into custody, tried and sentenced 
io terms of imprisonment at San José. 
On emerging from jall, these men were 
welcomed back by their neighbors as 
heroes and martyrs. Eventually the 
rulilway company made partial conces- 


sions, and the country settled down te

Electric street 
cara are still wanting, but these will 
come, for with the tide of--presperity 
running strong, a comprehensive sys- 
tem of trolley iines for the whole sur- 
rounding district presente an opening 
for capital that is little likely to be 
much longer neglected, 
The Center of Country Industries. 
HAnford is a typical example of the 
true country town. it is the business 
focus of a much larger community, 
that is spread over a wide area, These 
out-dwellers expend their energies on 
the soil, and reguilariy bring their 
products to this central point for ship- 
ment. The town ts theirs just as much 
as the countryside is theirs; the whole

000, aggregate resources and liabilities 
per last available returns of $1,933,824, 
aggregate deposits of $1,416,590, and ag-

337. Them there are in addition two 
savings banks, which together hold de- 
posits of $210,260, and have out on 
loan $234,000. 

These figures not onty show the sub- 
stantial mature of the business done, 
but they prove thai the combined 
wealth of the community is actively 
employed toward the further develop- 
ment of the district—in other words, 
that money is not idle, that work is 
being done. It is a notable fact, too, 
that the bankers of Hanford without 
exception are themselves closely identi- 
ed with agricultural industries. They 
made their tirst stake on the soil 
around Hanford, and have specialize.l, 
80 to speak, in the line of farming 
finance. Thus they know the exact 
requirements of their customers, and 
the efficiency of the banks as an aid 
to the general progress is thereby in- 
creased, 


A Model Creamery. 


The country is not one where the 
money comes in with a rush after a 
single annual harvest; there is varied 
business dding all the time. 

To illustrate this point, come with 
me to one of the town creameries. It 
is early morning. Farmers’ wives and 
daughiers are driving up with their 
big cans of cream, and awaiting their 
turn to have it weighed and sampled 
for subsequent tests of iis exact but- 
ter-fat value. Route wagons are also 
arriving, bringing in the assembled 
contributions of other farms. Just be- 
hind the receiving platform separators 
are at work, taking the cream from 
milk that has been delivered as it 
comes from the cow. The whole scene 
ts One of great activity. 

Within the building we may examine 
the ripening vats, the great revolving 
ihe mechanical processes of 
working the butter and putting it up 


in packets for the market. All the 
plant _is modern, The stone- pa ved 
floor has been recently flooded by 
copious streams of water, everything 


js epotiessiy clean, and, as the atmos- 
phere has of necessity to be artificially

The creamery I am describing has a 


populace is one, with identical atone | 


4 hoppers for the grain feed, 


capacity of 3200 pounds of butter per 
day, and the whole of its product is 
shipped by express to the Los Angeles 
market. The establishment takes all 
the cream it can get, and clamors for 
more, for it constantly has orders un- 
fulfilled. It is a coiperative concern, 
owned by the farmers themselves who 
comtribute the cream, and run solely 
and entirely for their profit. Monthly 
payments are made for cream delivered 
in accordance with the tested butter- 
fat value, and, taking the last month's 
figures available on the occasion of 
my visit, I found that the money thus 
distributed in May this year among the 
farmers exceeded $15,000—this for the 
single month's run of the factory, re- 
member, ani i! tive of the half- 
yearly dividends by which the balance 
of profits are paid out. 

An Aid to Settiement. 


Now this goes on all the year round, 
and ad@mirably shows, not enly how 
mixed farming in a district like Han- 
ford pays, but how it helps the settler 
who is not provided with too much 
capital to establish his footing. All 
these dairy farmers have other inter- 
ests as well—peaches, ra s, poultry, 
hogs, and so on. But at the creamery. 
month by month, they gather in a sub- 
stantial sum of ready money, $50 or 
$100 as the case may be, and this en- 
ables them both to pay the running 
expenses of their homes and to keep 
on improving thir land, getting it into 
the fullest and most profitable bearing, 
grading up their live stock, and ad- 
vancing their different industries gen- 
erally. Contrast this with the long 
and weary waiting that the single- 
crop man, the wheat-grower or the or- 
ange-grower, for instance, has to 80 
through before he secures any return 
of his cash outlays or the profits of 
his toil. 

There ts a second large creamery at 
Hanford, a private establishment that 
buys all the butter-fat offered at top 
market prices and has standing con- 
tracts with farmers who prefer this 
System to the cohperattve plan. There 
are several other creameries, coépera- 
tive or competitive, in the smaller out- 
lying towns. In a word, every cow on 
the settler's alfalfa patch is earning a 
monthly salary, and every quart of 
cream produced is economically mar- 
keted at no great distance from the 
homestead. This is the supreme ad- 
vantage of close settlement and in- 
tensive farming, which alone permits 
of that effective commercial organiza- 
tion over an entire district that may 
readily double the profits of a given 
acreage. 

A Model Poultry Farm. 


And dairying is only one of several 
tries that help to bring the fol- 
lower of mixed farming continuous 
cash returns. There is a market for 
all the eggs and poultry offered, and 
some settiers devote their attention 
specially to these profitable lines. Close 
to Hanford I inspected a chicken ranch 
where a steady income of from $1900 to 
$2300 per year is netted from five acres. 
With figures such as. these, it need 
hardly be said that the proprietor, John 
MacFarlane, is both an enthusiast and 
an adept at the business. He goes in 
exclusively for White Leghorns, 
choice thoroughbred stock, and on the 
strength of a widespread reputation, 
sells eggs for hatching at from $5 to 
$7 per hundred. His birds at two years 
of age fetch $1 for hens and from $2.50 
up to $7 for cockerels. Orders both for 
eggs and birds come from many States, 


the Hawalian Islands. All surplus 
eggs, Of course, go to the ordinary 
market, many of them coming to Los 

his chicken ranch may fairly be de- 
scribed as a model — The fad 
of birds is maintained permanently at 
about 2000. They are distributed into 
fourteen spacious corrals, fitted with 
roosting houses, nest boxes, self-filling 
self-Alling 
water fountains supplied from an ele- 
vated tank Into which watt is pumped 
by a windmill, and every ot modern 

rrais, supplying the best of 
feed, while peach trees afford the nate 
essary shade and incidentally yield a 
valuable crop besides. The adjoining 
buildings are compactly arranged: 
here we find the incubators, brooder- 
houses, boiler for preparing the morn- 
ing meal of bran mash, and a place 
where the chick feed, composed of 
many kinds of grain, is mixed and a 
goodly supply of crushed shells stored. 

With the ground in the corrals peri- 
odically cultivated, with plenty of 
room for the stock and just the proper 
variety of food, and 
skillful attention bestowed, disease is 
unknown on this ranch. The moral of 
course is that in amal! farming, ag in 
every industry, efficient manag-ment 
spells success, while careless methods 
would no doubt lead to losses and dis- 
appointment. 

Profits from Alfalfa. 

Another paying line of business is the 
growing of alfalfa. Although through- 
out Kings county a great aggregate 
acreage of alfalfa is pastured by stock, 
and immense quanttties of hay are lo- 
cally consumed, there are large ship- 
ments to San Franciseo during the 
summer and to Los Angeles after Sep- 
tember, en the home-grown sup- 
plies of Southern California proper be- 
‘gin to run short. 

A Hanford expert and buver. I. E. 
Hall, in whose company I made one of 
my long drives over the country, sup- 
plied the following lau, taken on a 
most conservative basis. From three 
to five crops of alfalfa are cut ea n 
season, the tota! viel’ being from 8 to 
10 tons per acre. The average price to 
the grower is $4.50 per ton pushed up 
to the bailer, or from $6.50 to $7.50 per 
ton in the stack. It may be explain -d 
that the bigger price in the latter case 
is because of the extra labor involved 
in stacking: the buyer on his side has 
the advantage of bailing the hay at 
the time that best sults h'm, while he 
also gets a more uniformly matured 
product, commanding a better price on 
the market. 

Alfalfa is also grown extensively for 
seed, the crop being a highly profitable 
one. After hay time or seed time, 
however, the alfalfa patch is not even 
then idle and unprofitable, for during 
the six so-called winter months the 
farmer uses it for pasturing his dairy 
stock, each acre supporting three or 


four cows. 
Other Hay and Corn. 


Barley hay and wheat hay are also 
extensively grown, likewise oat hay in 
Smaller quantity. The hay harvest 
having been secured from these cereals, 
the ground is piowed and flooded, 
then sown for a summer crop of In- 
dian or Egyptian corn or of pumpkins, 
all used mainly for stock-feeding pur- 
poses, The Indian corn grown around 
Hanford is of fine quality, and regu- 
larly brings a cent a pound in the 
head, or $20 a ton. Corn is also fre- 
quently grown between young vines 
and fruit trees, both to help pay the 
cost of setting out vineyard or or- 
chard, and to provide shelter during 
the hottest months for the tender 
growth of vines or trees. 


The Thrifty Hog. 


Hogs play an all-unportant part on 
most of the small farms. They pick 
up their living easily and without 
much care, thriving prodigiously on 
alfalfa, consuming all the odds and 
ends of farm and garden produce, eat- 
ing out old stubble, and turniig the 
skim milk from the separator to prof- 
itable account. The breeds most con. 
mon in the district are the Poland 
China and the Berkshire, with their 
croeses. in this climate there are two 
litters annually, 5 or 6 to a litter, ang 
the young stock grow continuously 
without any setback by winter cold. 
They reach the marketable condition 


at from 7 to 9 months, when they

fetch 4% to 7 cents per pound on the 
hoof. 

The Making of Prime Beef. 

Some farmers tend to develop a spe- 
cialty, concentrating their main efforts 
on one line of business, and making 
the others subsidiary to this one. Such 
are those who devote themselves to 
sto®k-fattening. They bring in range 
cattle by the trainload from Arizoua, 
Colorado, and elsewhere, the stock 
thus imported being yearlings or two- 
year-olds. Keeping them for a year 
or two years on the rich alfalfa pas- 
tures, the farmer nets a profit of from 
$12 to $15 per head, when he sends out 
his prime cattle ready for the market. 
An additional profit is made irom the 
increase of the herd. Thig inaustry 
mainly pursued on the larger hcldings, 
where big bunches of cattle can be 
run, and some wild feed is obtainable, 
for example, the rich native grass al- 
filaria, such being needed for the pro- 
duction of the best beef. 

Horse Breeding. 

Horses and mules are also bred in 
considerable numbers. For orchard 
work one horse for every twenty-seven 
acres is required. Thus on a 270-acre 
ranch there will be ten horses, and the 
usual plan is to have four of them 
geldings for continuous use, and eix 
mares ffom which foals can be ob- 
tained every year, the mothers being 
laid off for a month or so without the 
work of the orchard being seriously 
interfered with. Here we see, once 
again, how on a mixed farm every 
chance is utilized to turn a profit. The 
combined results not only mean 
money, but they provide insurance 
against total failure in the year's op- 
erations. 

Besides this incklental crop of young 
horses all over the count there are 
horse-breeding ranches proper. One of 
these will be described when I come 
to deal with the reclaimed lands of 
Lake Tulare. 


Wool and Mohair. 


Even now the subject of live stock 
is not yet exhaustec. Kings county, 
alt it has ceased to be a pastoral 
region exclusjyely, still has some 250,- 
000 sheep, t producing about 2.000. 
000 pounds of wool annually. This 
year the wool brought from 15 to 20 
cents per pound, so the yield is a 
valuable one. The sheep are of su- 
perior stock, rams having from time 
to time been imported from Vermont 
and other eastern States, also from 
France and from Australia. The prin- 
cipal breeds are the merino and the 
Shropshire, with crossbreeds of — 
two varieties that give the genera 
utility sheep, profitable both for mut- 
ton and for wool. Angora goats also

Carloads of Honey. | 
Nor must the busy and unobtrusive 


forgotten. There is every where 

— for the little winged 
forager. The local cobperatlve associa- 
tion of beekeepers at anford has fifty 
members, and markets from ten to 
twenty carloads of honey every ye@r, 
there being fifteen tons to the carload. 
Last year from $80 to $90 per ton was 
obtained for the honey. The beeswax 
is also a considerable item, amounting 
to two or three tons per annum, and 
fetching from 22 to 24 cents per pound 
in the San Francisco market. In the 
depot of the association I saw several 
carloads of empty cans awaiting this 
season’s honey. These cans, now made 
in Los Angeles, are in shape and size 
much like those used for kerosene. 
When filled they are shipped two in a 
case, each can holding sixty pounds. 
Some of the honey comes to the Los 
Angeles market, but the great bulk of 
it goes East. 
Apricot Kernels a By-product. | 

Still atiother “smal industry.” yet 
meaning considerable money in the ag- 
gregate, is the marketing of apricot 
kernels. ‘In the orchards the pits from 
the split fruit are collected, and at the 
Close of the run are sent into Hanford 
by the wagon)oad. Here a firm that 
specially handles this business buys 
them at $8 per ton. The pits are 
cracked, and the shipped 
abroad., mostly to Germany and France 
for confectionery purposes. Even 
these tiny products leave Hanford by 
carload consignments, no less than 300 
tons having been sent out last year. It 
is calculated that three tons ot dried 
fruit make one ton of pits, and five 
tons of pits produce one ton of kernels. 
‘The hulls are uged as fuel. Peach 
stones have no such commercial value, 
as their kernels contain prussic acid. 
For fuel purposes, however, they are 
worth from $3 to $% per ton. 


A Mighty Vintage. 

To give an idea of the extent of the 
wine-making industry, it is only neces- 
sary to state that last year the Han- 
ford winery shipped in carloads to New 
York and other points in the East ovér 
1,000,000 gallons of wine and brandy. 
The classes of wine made are muscat, 
port, sherry and angelica, The biggest 
run of the plant in a single day tast 
year disposed of 525 tons of grapes. 
There is a second large winery at. Le- 
moore, handling 6000 to 7000 tons of 
grapes annually. Both establishments 
have a great number of enormous Vats, 

ning up to 50,000 gallons capacity 
f in Which the vintage is ma- 
tured 


The grapes are brought by the grow- 
ers to the wineries at a contract price 
arranged beforehand for the entire 
crop, and in many cases for a term 
of five years or longer. The price to 
be paid this coming season is $12 per 
tort for grapes of the 24 per cent. 
sugar standard. The Hanford winery 
now owns the Lucerne vineyard, a few 
miles out of town. It extends to 960 
acres, and is, therefore, one of the larg- 
est vineyards in the world. Before be- 
ing turned to wine making, fits acre- 
age as a raisin producer certainly held 
the record. 

The refuse from the wine presses, 
known technically as pomace, is sold 
for hog feed, chicken feed, and ma- 
nure. Yet once again we see how in a 
closely settied and mixed farting 
couniry every by-product can be util- 
ized, and, therefore, comes to have a 
commercial value. 

The Fruit-Growing Industries. 

The canneries and dried-fruit pack- 
ing-houses conduct their business on 
much the same lines as the wineries, 
Contracts are made ahead, and the 
grower delivers his entire crop at the 
agreed-upon price per ton. After in- 
spection gnd weighing, each day's de- 
livery has its value credited on the 
hooks. For canning. the fruit is 
brought freshly picked from the trees. 
For the dried-fruit trade, the curing 
processes have been completed in the 
orchard; these I shall describe in my 
next article. 

The fruit harvests come in close sué- 
cession. At Hanford during my visit 
1 was at the canning establishment on 
the very first day that the season’s 
peaches were being handled. 
morning, at the town of Armona, a few 
miles away, I witnessed the final run 
of the apricot crop in one of the three 
packing-houses there located, and 
found it an interesting sight to watch 


grading the fruit agcording to size 
and boxing it for the waiting railroad 
cars outside. e next week dried 
peaches were to be started at this es- 
tablishment; then will follow prunes, 
and in the fall will come on raisins, the 
entite season lasting from about the 
Ist of June to 3th of November.

After listening to this report, which 
Was read in the Mayor’s inner office, 
beyond the hearing of the waiting 
milkmen, the culprits were brought 
before the board one at a time and 
questioned as to the conditions of their 
dairies. 

First came G. C., Cocke, who keeps 
a dairy pn South Main street. 

Dusty from the wagon, with bearded 
chin and knotted hands, Cocke looked 
a typical Middle West farmer. 


Milk Inspector Hood read the 
charges: “Filth behind sanchions; 
chickens roosting among milking uten- 
sils; milkroom not closed; Wera con- 
ditions unsanitary.” 

Cocke was very penitent. His health 


has not been good for some time past, 
and he has rmitted things to run 
down a bit. Does all the milking him- 
self; keeps but ten cows; very sorry 
the chickens are such a nuisance; try- 
ing to clean up. 

Then his chief inquisitor eased up a 
bit and said that he visited Cocke's 
dairy yesterday and found that home 
of the worst conditions no longer exist. 

rd dismissed him with a rep- 
rimand and instructions to come to the 
beard meeting next Thursday night and 
report whether he has placed dairy 
in a sanitary condition. 

Breathing hard as though just 
emerging from a severe ordeal, Cocke 
lost no time in making his escape. 

Next came Ed Baldwin, manager of 
a dairy on the Clenega ranch south 
of the city. . 

The charges against Baldwin were 
more serious: “Dairy in miserable 
condition; shed covered with cobwebs: 
birds’ nests in the milkhouse; chick- 
ens roost on milking utensils; rotten 
floors; drainage bad; dead cow lying 
in_midst of herd.” 

ldwin said that the men in charge. 
wf the dairy had been careless but that 
they are doing better now. 

“How about those stanchions?” asked 
Commissioner Kurtz. Can't you keep 
them Clean?” 

Baldwin was doubtful. 

“Well, you will keep them clean or 
you will not deliver any more milk in 
Los Angeles while I am on the Health 
Board. Your dairy is by far the most 
filthy of all those we visited. Chil- 
dren are dying here all the time of 
dysentery and similar diseases. You 
dirty dairymen are killing them. We 
Can trace the disease right to the in- 
fected milk. This has got to stop and 
stop right now.” 

Baldwin began to sit up and take 
notice. He said that he would send 
men next morning to make any repairs 
about the place that the board would 


suggest. 
CANCELLED, 


“That is very good as far as it goes,” 
said Commissioner Pallette. “We will 


| help you to keep your word. I move 


that this dairyman’s permit be can- 
celled, to be renewed again only when 
the Milk Inspector is perfectly satis- 
fied with the sanitary conditions at his 
dairy.”’ 

This motion was adopted unanimous. 
ly. Baldwin was taken completely by 
surprise. “I have over cows out 
there, he began, “what am 1 to do 
With the milk?” 

“Empty it into the sewer until you 
have your place in aft sanitary con- 
dition to deliver milk fit to drink,” was 
the only consolation he received.

Crushed and humitiated he withdrew 
to make room for R. Orsi, who keeps 
120 cows on a South Main-street ranch. 

Orsi admitted that his dairy is in a 
filthy condition, but laid the blame on 
his milkers. He promised so faithfully 
to clean up and keep the place clean 
that the board placed him on the pro- 
bation list. He must report to the board 
2 as to the progress he is mak- 


ng. 

Half a dozen other dairymen took 
their grillings meekiy and made 
such promises that they were placed 
on the probation list or allowed to 0 
with nothing worse than a reprimand. 

At the recommendaticn of the City 
Bacteriologist the bexrd adopted a rule 
that no mim shall be offered. for sale 
on the local market that contains more 
than 500,000 colonies of bacteria to the 
cubic cemtimeéter, dairy test. 

This number, while apparently large. 
is only about one-ienth that of some 
of the reports read of milk tested here. 

Dr. Leonard's tests showed that the 
dairies against which the Heath Board 
returned true bills send out milk con- 
taining millions of germs in each centi- 
meter. 
The health ‘commissioners ‘are now 
arranging for another tour of inepec- 
tion. This time the dairies inside the 
city will be visited. !

Morgunstern is the soldier of fortune 
among local managers. By some he is 
styled the theatrical adventurer of the 
town, because of his daring and his 
pioneering in fields not previously en- 
plolted. 

A few days ago Mr. 
turned the theater temporarily over to 
Rube Welch, his assistant manager, 
and himself went, to San Francisco, on 
the advice of Mrs. Emma Summers, 
who as his business backer, has ee 
the real exploiter of the Broadway 
Casing theaters in this elty, and other 
theaters in towns near by. . 

According to the statements ot the 
manager, (he treasurer and Mrs. Sum- 
mers, the theater has again turned its 
box office balance slightly on the profit 
side, and will be enabled, by careful 
management, to pull out of the deep 
indebtedness into which it has plunged 
itself during the last two or three 
months, 

Murgunstern for a year has been in a 
sense the most unique figure in Los 
Angeles theatrical circles. He at- 
tempted things only on a gigantic scale. 
He would pot manage a single vaude- 
vile playhouse, but a cireult of them, 
reaching half-way across the West. 
He was successful in an unusual meas- 
ure for awhile, but a long and unfor- 
tunate contract, inio which he entered 
concerning his San Bernardino house, 
is suid to have started the tide against 
him. 

Morganstern took the Casino Theater 
and played against tradition. Nobody 


lieved he would break a record for suc- 
cess. And, indeed, so he might, had 
not an apparent fate been dead against 
him from the start. 

The trouble wi Morganetera was 
that he played too expensive a : 
His expenses during the past two 
months have averaged—to it is said— 
about $1400 or $1500 a week, while the 
intake was not $1200. 

Mrs. Summers, who is the magnate 
of ‘them ail when it comes to finan- 
ciering, has been for the past week 
virtual mistress of both theaters, and 
gays that with expenses properly cut, 
they he ve cleared more than $300 from 
the Casino alone. So the Casino is 
not a bankrupt thing, after all. In- 
spection of the house at the matinee 
and evening performances yesterday 
showed a well-filled auditorium. 

Mrs. Morganstern said last evening 
that her husband had nearly concluded 
the business that called him to San 
Francisco, and would be back in Los 
Angeles either today or Monday— 
probably Monday. 
 Rube* Welch, acting 
yesterday afternoon: “Mr. Morgan- 
stern's outside ventures handicapped 
him fearfuly, and he has been un- 
able to run this show profiiably, part- 
ly on aceount of them. ’ 

“His debts were against him, but 
they were honest ones.

ine the Detroit was bought by Los 
Angeles yachtemen from owners in 
San Diego, there has been much ques- 
tien as to where and how she will do 
her ae or whether 
at all. e trouble with bodts 
boots that are about three sies too 
large ie that nobody knows exactly 
what to do with them. The interested 
owners of the other local racera seem 
to be willing to make every reasonable 
concession that will bring the Detroit 
inte the contests of the South Coast 
Yacht Club, but the difficulty is to 
provide some handicap that will make 
a craft of a large clase sall on even 
terms with the racers of a class below. 


(As a permanency, for every 
weather, this has never been done. 
Making the large craft sail under 


reefed canvas does not always accom- 
plish the desired end, because in light 
winds the boat is helpless through be- 
ing. unable to drive her own bulk fast 
enough; and when it comes down to 
really hard winds the discrepancies 
are as bad as ever, the big craft having 
just the canvas she wants, and the 
excess of power in her hull makes 
her an easy winner. This was tried 
in the race off Venice on Saturday the 
lst, when the owners of the Detroit 


till the finish. 

The endeavor to remedy the physical 
disparity through time allowance has 
also been tried and found, so far, to 
be useless. Prior to the Lipton cup 
races last August the local yachts- 
men objected to the Detroit altogether 
and the veto was finally set aside in an 
arrangement under which the Detroit 
would allow the others something like 
eleven or twelve minutes in addition 
to their regular time allowance.

Now the Detroit was not bullt till 
after all these experiments had proved 
their certainties, and she never would 
have been built in 1902 by anyone who 
had had the benefit of a New York and 
Montreal education in the gradual im- 
provement of racing machines. Her 
shape at once tells that she belongs 
to the temporary but necessary experi- 
mental mistakes of 1896 and 1897, of 
Which class it was thought Independ- 
ence of 1 would de the 
last. Consequently, in sharing the 
faults of the others she will find 
it difficult to arrange a time handicap 
which will put her on about even terms 
with the others as a permanency. For 
some weathers, this may be possibile;

Thus in 
the line of unquestioned victories the 
ahove are the four certainties that 
ean beat Detroit and for this year's 
trial races at Rochester the cracks 
are all at it again, there being seven 
craft competing for first honors in be- 
ing selected. Now, any of the new fleet 
which can beat, or sail even with, or 
sail near William Gardner's tronde- 
quolt may be relied u without fur- 
ther comment or proof to beat the De- 
troit practically out of sight. There 
are also trial contests going on for the 
Candian challenge ‘selection, and as to 
that region it can be said with cer- 
tainty that any of the new Toronto 
eraft that can sail ahead of, or even 
near the Strathcona are a sure buy for 
the Pacific Coast.

CONVICT’S GRATITUDE. 

Ex-Gov. Yates of Illinois probably 
knows more about paroles, convicts, 
practical benevolence, etc., than he 
knew some time ago. At least he has 
had an experience which ought to 
bring him some practical knowledge 
of these things, if it has not done so. 


Arthur Groves, a negro convict who 
was paroled from the Pontiac Refor- 
matory. largely through the influence 
of ex-Gov. Yates, was benevolently 
taken into the home of the latter and 
employed by his benefactor as a serv- 
ant. In repayment for this “benevo- 
lent assimilation,” Groves stole jew- 
elry to the value of $3000 from the 
Yates mansion and decamped, without 
so much as saying thank you.” | 


There is no special significance in this 
affair because of the fact that the object 
of Mr. Yates’s misplaced benevolence 
was a negro convict. There are white 
convicts without number who would 
have done the same thing under like 
circumstances. And there are many 
persons still unhung, both black and 
white, who would not hesitate to per- 
form a similar act of ingratitude if 


never been convicted of crime. 


The case in point is not a general- 
ization nor an infallible deduction. 
But it is an illustration, and a rather 
striking one, of results which may 
follow in the trail of mistaken le- 
niency in the treatment of criminals. 
So-called students of criminology ar? 
constantly making pleas for more e- 
niency in the punishment of criminals. 
Some even go so far as to declare that 
crime does not exist; that it is simply 
a disease, which may be cured bx the 
application of suitable remedies, 
among which remedies they do not in- 
clude adequate punishment. The pleas 
of these putative humanitarians hav 
undoubtedly resulted in some radical 
improvements in the management of 
criminals. The progress of the human 
race out of barbarism to enlightenment 
has been attended by decreased harsh- 
ness and more humanity in all depart- 
ments of penology. 

These things may be conceded. Bur 
there is obviously danger that we may 
go too far in the direction of so-called 
prison reform. In all things there are 
dangerous extremes to be avoided. 4a 
seeking to avoid the Scylla of un- 
warranted harshness and severity, we 
should not wreck ourselves in the 
Charybdis of undue leniency. 


It is an admitted fact that crime has 
greatly increased in the United 
States within the past score of years. 
The increase of crime has kept about 
an even pace with the growth of lax- 
ness and leniency in the punishment of 
criminals. The extreme of under- 


the extreme of over-punishment. We 
have erred in at least two particulars 
in our treatment of criminals. (1.) In 
pweak and inefficient enforcement of 
the laws, often allowing criminals to 
escape punishment whose guilt had 
been established beyond every rea- 
sonable doubt. (2.) In misdirected 
efforts to reverse the edicts of justics, 
by allowing prisoners to be paroled be- 
fore the expiration of their sentences 
or in other ways to be released from 
the clutches of the lew before the fact 
of repentance has been established be- 
yond all possibility of mistake. 

Yates 
is not an isolated case. Recent crim-

ECIPROCITY CONFERENCE. 

A call has been issued for a 
National Reciprocity Conference, to be 
held in Chicago on August 15 and 
16 next. The call is signed by fifteen 
different associations, of which all but 
six are stock-breeders’ organizations. 
The Committee on Arrangements an- 
nounces that the purpose of the pro- 
posed conference is not to be merely 
“a revival of the same old agitation for 
the same old reciprocity treaties, ne- 
gotiated in the same old way,” but 
that new questions are to be raised. 
“It,” says the chairmar of the commit- 
tee, “it shall be agreed that the maxi- 
mum and minimum schedules as al- 
ready set up by France and Germany 
constitute the most businesslike mod- 
ern method of applying the protective 
principle to international trade, then 
that will be the end for which we shall | 
strive.“ 
The call for the conference urges 
“the wisdom of substituting in our 
foreign relations the principle of reci- 
procity for that of exclusion and retal- 
iation,” and declares that “the situa- 
tion demands tbe establishment at 
once, in some form, of the underlying 
principle of conceding something to 
such nations as will concede valuable 
trading rights to ourselves.“ 

This looks plausible—in theory. But 
this principle, once established as an 
inevitable part of our tariff policy, 
might easily be carried to such au ex- 
treme as to destroy the essence and 
principle of tariff protection. We 
might be led to concede so much that 
our home markets would be largely 
given over to the foreigner, and our 
customs revenues, which go so far to- 
ward supporting the expenses of 
government, would be reduced to a 
dangerous minimum—losses for whica 
there could be no compensating gain. 
This would necessitate a heavy in- 
crease of internal taxation, or the 
borrowing of money to pay current 


under the last Cleveland administ ra- 
tion. 

The proposed conference at Chicago 
is not likely to do any particular 
harm; and it may be productive of 
some ideas which will serve to aid 
Congress in its treatment of this ques- 
tion. The fullest discussion is de- 
sirable, in order that all possible light 
may be shed on the subject. But the 
fact should not be lost sight of that 
Congress is the only tribunal that can 
finally act with authority in the prem- 
ises, and upon Congress must rest the 
responsibility for ultimate action. 
“We are today face to face with a 
new and prohibitive German tariff de- 
signed to keep out every pound of 
American breadstuffs and provisions.” 
This is true. We have been smitten 
by Germany on the right cheek. Shall 
we, therefore, proceed to turn the 
other cheek, to invite another whack? 
Or shall we demand (and obtain) “an 
eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth?” The former way would be 
more in accord with New Testament 
doctrine; but the Old Testament way 
is unquestionably more in consonance 
with successful modern business 


While it is rather early to predict. 
the action that will be taken by Con- 
gress, present indications are that the 
maximum and minimum tariff prin- 
ciple will be averred. This will mean 
that to nations which accord to us lib- 
eral tariff rates we will accord a mini- 
mum rate of duty, while from nations 
which impose high rates of duty upon 
imports from the United States, we 
shall exact maximum rates of duty. 
This plan will be, in substance, a 
policy both of reciprocity and retalia- 
tion. Its fairness is apparent; its jus- 
tice is undeniable. It may mean a 
tariff war, or it may mean peace, on 
the principle that preparedness for 
war is one of the surest guaranties of 
peace. At all events, there should be 
no doubt as to our preparedness.

LONDON, June 28.—Every attempt 
to maintain a high-class American bar 
in London has failed. The latest proof 
of this is furnished by the transfer- 
ence of the Criterfon’s American bar, 
long the most famous feature of that 
popular Piccadilly resort, to another 
and less conspicuous part of the build- 
ing where, dwarfed in size and shorn | 
of its former glory, it’ will probably 
continue to make a feeble struggle for 
existence a few years longer. And this 
has been accompanied by a change 
hardly jess significant—the abolition of 
the distinctively American features of 
its noted restaurant. In search of an 
explanation I interviewed the manager 
on the subject. 

“It is because,” he said, “jin London 
Americans seem to prefer adhering to 


the old adage which bids them when ' 
in Rome to do as 

Taking the resident and floating Amer- 
ican population together there are 
enough of them to keep several Amer- 
ican bars and restaurants going. But 
they won't give them, enough of their 
patronage to make them y- And 
though in America the glishman 
displays all the zeal of the convert in 
his appreciation of American mixed 
drinks and bestows a more guarded 
approval on American dishes, on his 
native heath he seems to regard it as 
a patriotic duty to set himself sternly 
against any innovations in the matter 
of food and liquors, 

“I have sometimes thought that 
Americans here prefer taking their 
refreshments in the English 
fashion because of the o) portunities it⸗ 
affords them to dilate on the superior 
virtues of the American concoctions. 
In speech, at least, the American is al- 
ways loyal to the cocktall and is never 
more eloquent in its praises than when 
he is consuming a Scotch whisky and 
soda or making a wry face over gin 
and bitters. 

“There is no doubt, t that the 
American bar in London suffered 
grievously in reputation because of the 
many spurious imitations of it that 
have been foisted on the public. These 
display a list of so-called American 
mixed drinks to the number of two- 
score or more and to most of which 
Americans themselves are entire 
strangers. ‘Chain Lightning,’ ‘Stom- 
ach Tickler,’ ‘Corpse Reviver,“ are 
among the names bestowed among 
them. And the man who is rash 
enough to ask for one of them gets 
something that is apt to make him 
yearn for some internal fre extin- 
guisher. Of course an American. who 
runs against that sort of thing 
erally jumps to the conclusion that all 
American bars in London are humbugs 
and gives them a wide berth. And the 
Englishman who has never sampled a 
genuine American drink, thinks that 
they are fit only for men with co r- 
lined interior departments. 

“A rather well-known American 
spending his holidays here, told me 
that he would give $25 to anyone who 
would find a genuine American bar- 
tender—one who had been born in the 
United States and had learned the art 
of mixing drinks there—now dispens- 
ing American drinks in London. He 

that he had spent two weeks seek- 
i one, in vain. He had acquired a 
wile knowledge of London ‘pubs,’ 
gilded and otherwise, but had not 
found anyone who could even mix him 
a Manhattan cocktail properly. 

“One reason for the failure of the 
American bar—the genuine variety—is 
no doubt due to the fact that ch 
places became the natural resort of 
‘touchers’ from the other side—men 
who live by trading on their national- 
ity and appealing to that patriotism 
and good nature which when an Amer- 
ican is in a foreign land reaches its 
most expansive form under the stimu- 
lating influence of an American drink. 
That rendered such drinks an extrava- 
gant luxury compared with which the 
most costly of the English brand are 
dirt cheap. At an English dar the 
‘American sojourner runs far less risk 
of being importuned by impecunſous 
compatriots. There are some English 
bars where they make a pretense of 
concocting a few of the best known 
American drinks, but the art of mixing 
them has never been mastered by an 
English barmaid, even when the proper 
ingredients are at hand.” 

Here I expressed some surprise at 
my informant’s knowledge of Ameri- 
can drinks which indicated a more in- 
timate acquaintance with them than 
could well have been obtained on 
English soll. 

“T spent some years in the United 
States in the refreshment business.“ 
he said, “and it was there I learned 
what American drinks are like. It was 
an essential part of my professional 
training, you know. As I am an Aus- 
trian by birth. I can at least claim to 
be a cosmopolitan so far as concerns 
food and drink. 

“For a long time at the Criterion 
we did our best to cater to American 
tastes with respect to both. We et 
aside part of our restaurant for Amer- 
jean diches and tried to impart to it a 
distinctly American atmosphere. We 
served clam chowder, boiled New Ene- 
land dinners, baked beans, corn bread, 
sweet corn, and many other American 
specialties to which Englishmen are 
strangers.

SEEK NEW KIND OF CELERY. 

SANTA ANA, July 14.—H. 8. Hazel- 
tine of Smeltger, one of the most ex- 
perienced celery growers of the county 
and manager of the local interests of 
the Golden West Celery and Produce 
Company, gives it as his opinion that 
the most urgent need of the celery in- 
dustry in this county at the present 
time is a variety of the vegetable 
which does not go to seed at the be- 
ginning of the spring season, as do 
those at present grown. Such a va- 
riety would prolong the season several 
weeks, and relieve the congestion ex- 
8 in the early part of the ship- 
ping. 

In the hope of securing some such 
strain of celery, the Golden West com- 
pany is now conducting thorough ex- 
periments with twelve different kinds 
of plants obtained from various parts 
of this and foreign countries. The 
Chinese Green Top variety is proving 
more or less ‘of an experimental suc- 
cess, and gives promise of cultivation 
as a late variety. The difficulty with 
this, as with other varieties is to pro- 
cure pure seed for propagating plants. 
At present all the pure seed of the 
Golden Self-blanching variety, which is 
extensively grown in the peatlands, 
comes from a single seed farm in 
France, being marketed in this coun- 
try by wholesale seedmen. 

ica | White Plume seed is grown 
successfully locally, and in other parts 
of California, many eastern firms ob- 
taining their seed here.
